To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  of  placing  before  you  my  Twenty -first 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1940,  along  with  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary  In- 
spector (Mr.  Hilsley) . 

Owing  to  the  prevailing  conditions,  both  Reports  are  ab- 
breviated, and  only  salient  facts  referred  to. 

POPULATION.  The  population  for  the  year  1940  as  given 
to  me  by  the  Registrar  General  is  12530,  being  a decrease  of  1070 
on  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  men  and 
families  seeking  work  elsewiiere,  and  young  men  having  joined  the 
Forces,  and  I am  led  to  believe  that  this  number  is  beUveen  400 
and  500. 


The  size  of  the  Sanitary  Area  is  4425  acres,  and  contains 
3493  houses,  giving  a census  of  3.5  per  house. 

During  the  year  only  1 new"  house  has  been  added.  Build- 
ing is  in  abeyance.

OUT^RELIEF  (Public  Assistance)  Trom  l^t  April  1940  to 
31st  March  1941  was  48201.11.10,  being  a reduction  from  the  pre- 
vious year  of  44484.13.10,  due  to  the  transfer  of  Old  Age  Pen- 
sions to  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Board.  The  weekly  average 
of  Relief  was  4155,19.7,  and  the  weekty  average  of  Persons  was 
260. 
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UNEMPLOYMENT.  The  average  number  of  unemployed 
during  the  year  was  Men  18:^5,  Women  30,  a great  reduction  from 
1939.  The  number  of  men  registered  for  Military  Service  was  1677, 
and  approximately  500  have  been  called  up. 

BIRTH  RATE.  242  Live  Births  were  registered  during 
the  3/ear  (T24  males  and  118  females),  6 of  the  males  being  ille- 
gitimate and  7 of  the  females.  In  addition  to  the  Live  Births,  there 
were  14  Still  Births,  all  of  which  were  legitimate. 

4'his  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  19.3,  and  Still  Births  1.1. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1940  was  14.6 
lave  Births  and  0.55  Still  Births. 


DEATH  RATE.  Total  deaths  during  the  year  were  172 
(101  males  and  71  females),  thus  giving  a Death  Rate  of  13.7.  The 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.3. 

Of  the  total  deaths  in  this  area,  13  died  before  they  were 
a year  old,  and  94  were  60  years  and  upwards. 


INFANTILE  MORTALIl  Y.  This  is  measured  by  the 
proportion  of  Deaths  under  1 year  to  100  Registered  Births.  The 
total  Deaths  under  1 year  were  13,  and  the  total  Live  Births  242, 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  53. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  55. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE.  The  deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases  (Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  and  Diarrhoea) 
amount  to  3,  giving  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  .23.

TUBERCULOSIS.  17  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  noti- 
fied during  the  year,  10  being  Pulmonary  and  7 other  forms  of  the 
disease.  1'here  were  11  deaths  during  the  year.  All  the  cases  were 
no  tilled  previous  to  death. 

The  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  was. 63. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  were  sent  to  Isola- 
tion Hospital.  The  cost  of  treatment  for  Scarlet  Fever  (569  days) 
was  hl25/7/7.  Diphtheria  (3366  days)  was  h763/0/3,  and  Cerebro 
Spinal  Meningitis  (105  days)  was  £23/4/-. 

VACCINATION.  58  Primary  Vaccinations  were  done  dur- 
ing the  year,  showing  that  only  24%  of  the  children  born  alive 
were  protected. 

CANCER.  21  deaths  from  Cancer  occurred  in  1940  (13 
being  males  and  8 being  females),  giving  a Death  Rate  of  1.6.  The 
parts  of  the  body  affected  were:  throat  and  mouth  6,  intestinal 
canal  9,  chest  2,  womb  3,  breast  1.  This  disease  shows  an  annual 
increase,  being  12%  of  total  deaths. 

HOUSING.  Building  is  held  in  abe^/ance  for  the  time  be- 
ing, and  only  1 new  house  has  been  erected  during  the  year.

PRIVATE  STREETS.  Certain  streets  were  under  con- 
sideration for  improvement,  but  owing  to  the  war  nothing  was 
then  done. 

SANITARY  WORK.  Our  water  supply  is  good  and 
ample.  All  the  houses  in  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  one, 
are  connected  with  the  Public  Water  Supply.  The  cost  per  lOOt* 
gallons  was  18.8  pence  plus  5%. 

DRAINAGE.  With  the  exception  of  Ackton  Wood  Pas- 
tures, the  drainage  and  two  Sewage  Farms  are  satisfactory. 


SCAVENGING.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  Hous? 
Refuse  is  done  by  the  Council  workmen,  and  efficiently. 

During  the  year,  2482  loads  were  removed  to  the  Destructor, 
2892  loads  to  Tips,  and  2021  loads  of  liquid  were  removed  from 
Cesspools  to  farm  land.  The  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  for  the 
year  amounts  to  £4231/5/5. 


We  still  have  51  cesspools  in  this  area,  mostly  associated 
with  detached  houses  and  Ackton  Pastures.  The  cost  in  wages 
alone  in  giving,  these  cesspools  attention  was  £232/14/7.

1 new  water  closet  for  a new  house  has  been  provided,  1 
additional  water  closet  for  old  property,  1 privy  has  beeri  con- 
verted to  a water  closet,  and  3 waste -water  closets  have  been  con- 
verted to  water  closets  during  the  year.  We  have  now  86.8%  of 
the  houses  in  the  area  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

I would  seek  to  draw  your  attention  to  Mr.  Hilsley’s  Re- 
port herewith  attached.  He  is  a valued  and  industrious  servant  of 
this  Council. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  are  the  supervising  auth- 
ority for  Child  Welfare  work  and  Maternity  in  this  area. 

There  are  3 Centres  for  Maternity,  1 Centre  tor  Ante- Natal 
work,  and  1 Centre  for  Toddlers. 

We  have  2 Health  Visitors  and  3 Certified  Midwives  en- 
gaged in  the  district. 

In  conclusion,  1 earnestly  thank  all  the  members  of  rny 
Council  for  their  kindly  support  on  all  occasions,

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council: 

GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  present  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1940.  In  accordance  with  instructions,  the  report  is  very 
much  curtailed,  the  majority  of  the  statistics  being  omitted. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION.  Owing  to  the  present 
circumstances  the  conversion  of  privy  closets  has  been  restricted. 
During  the  year,  1 dry  ashpit  was  replaced  by  3 dust  bins,  and  1 
privy  and  1 wet  ashpit  to  1 W.C.  and  1 dust  bin. 

SCAVENGING.  Scavenging  is  done  by  direct  labour,  and 
is  all  done  by  day.  The  estimated  weight  of  refuse  collected  was 
8771  tons.  Of  this  quantity,  4224  tons  were  incinerated  at  the  Des- 
tructor  Works,  and  the  remaining  4547  tons  tipped. 

In  February  of  the  year  under  review,  it  was  decided  to 
commence  Salvage  operations  to  recover  valuable  material  for  war 
purposes,  A paper -baling  press  was  purchased,  and  up  to  the  end 
of  1940  the  following  materials  were  salvaged  and  sold —

SANITARY  INSPECTION  AND  NUISANCES  DIS- 
COVERED. Essential  inspections  for  Nuisances  and  Housin'^- 
were  made  during  the  year,  and  although  there  was  some  difficulty 
in  securing  the  prompt  execution  of  work  owing  to  shortage  of 
materials  and  labour,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal 
proceedings. 


HOUSING.  The  erection  of  new  houses  has  practically 
ceased,  and  during  the  year  only  1 house  was  completed.  35 
houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act  1936.  Of  these,  23 
were  rendered  fit  after  service  of  Informal  Notices;  6 Statutory 
Notices  were  served  under  Section  9,  and  1 Notice  under  Section  11. 


FOOD  SUPPLY- 


MILK.  The  usual  routine  visits  were  paid  to  the  farms  and 
visits  were  paid  to  secure  cleanliness  in  production  so  as  to  mini- 
mise the  loss  of  this  valuable  food  by  early  souring.  This  is  very 
essential  at  the  present  time,  and  especially  as  the  practice  of  one 
delivery  daily  is  now  the  rule. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  Slaughtering  of  ani- 
mals for  food  has  ceased  in  your  district  owing  to  the  centralising 
of  slaughter,  with  the  exiception  of  pigs  killed  by  pig  keepers  for 
home  consumption.  During  the  year,  1 examined  47  pigs  so  killed. 

During  the  year,  214  tins  of  canned  foods,  6^1b  bacon  and 
IJlb  of  rolled  beef  were  surrendered  b}/  shopkeepers  and  destroyed. 
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CONCLUSION.  I beg  to  tender  my  very  best  thanks  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  my  Staff  and  to  my  brother 
officials  for  their  help,  and  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 
for  your  support  during  a year  rendered  difficult  by  the  circum- 
stances prevailing.
